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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to the arguments pertaining to the Takeyama 
rejections, found on page 2 of the remarks submitted by the applicant, the examiner asserts that claims 1 and 9 appear to read on the 
embodiments shown in applicant's figures 1,2 and 3 (see paragraph [0038] of the applicant's specification) and therefore, the argument 
that "a combined optical power provided by an emergent surface of the second optical element and the incident surface of the first optical 
element is a negative optical power" does not refer to embodiment 1 (the applicant's Figure 1) is not found to be persuasive. With regards 
to the rejections based on Takagi, found on page 3 of the remarks submitted by the applicant, the examiner asserts that the applicant has 
not shown sufficient evidence (i.e. a calculation) proving that Equation 1, provided by the examiner, is incorrect and that the air lens 
formed by surfaces S7 and S8 is actually positive and not negative as asserted by the examiner. Finally, with regard to the arguments 
found on pages 4 and 5 of the remarks submitted by the applicant, the examiner points out that figure 17 of Takagi, in particular the 
portion of element 31 that is labeled as 'S2, S4, S6', appears to show "a case where an inner product which is formed between outer 
products each formed by a vector indicating incident light and a vector indication reflected light in the respective reflections at the 
reflective surface is negative" like what is shown in Figure 1 on page 4 of the applicant's remarks. . 
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
